For Better or worse

The Hornet has questioned 
the Dean of Students on 
whether his office has 
returned to the general fund 
$30,000 in unused Student Ser- 
vices money which could have 
been used for hiring students. 

Dean Norm Better has 
given five different responses 
thus far. 

The situation as of today 
still remains unclear. 


Usually whenever a 
vacancy exists, there are 
procedures in which a 


department can convert the 
Salary into funds for hiring 
Student assistants instead of 
turning it back into the 
general fund. 

In the first interview, (Oct. 
17) Better answered, “It's not 
untrue, its a lie...Maybe a 
dollar, dollar and a 
half...There’s virtually noth- 
ing that was turned back...” 

On the following day, 
Better and Dave Perrault, As- 
Sistant to the Dean, showed 
the Hornet the Student 
Serivces budget. The figures 
show a balance of $33,295 not 
being spent. Better said the 
budget didn’t include salaries 
of the last month of fiscal year 
1973-74. There was also $19,303 
in the Health Service category 
which was not spent, Better 
said this money was for a 
vacant medical officer 
position and it couldn't be 
converted into student as 
sistant funds. They didn't 
know what the $5,413 under 
“unallocated” was about. 


Better assured the Hornet 
when the June, 1974, salary 
was accounted for, the budget 
would balance out. 

In a third interview (Oct. 
23) Better and Perrault 
showed the Hornet revised 
figures on the Student Ser- 
vices budget. They were iden- 
tical te Betters earlier figures 
except the ‘unallocated’ 
figure was $27,886 instead of 
$5,413 and the current 
allotment total was $132,160 
instead of $165,460. The final 
balance was -$4 (overspent) 
in:tead of $33,295 
(undersvent) 

The unallocated $27,886 
Better explained, was “salary 
savings.’ Of the entire state 
university budget, 4 percent 
must be turned back as salary 
savings. ‘We had to meet our 
portion of salary 
Savings...This was our slice of 
the pie to save,’ Better said. 

The $19,303 was not for 
medical officer but for part- 


‘time help or student as 


sistants. Better said it couldn’ t 
be spend because there wasn! 
sufficient space at the Stude 
Health Center to accomodai: 
any extra help, and the money 
couldn't be spent on student 
assistants to work in another 
area. 

However, the CSUS Per- 
sonnel Officer. John Samara, 
said in an O 22 interview 
that it was i -cunically pos 
sible to spend monies that 
were specifically budgét ed for 
Health Services part time help 
on student assistants to work 
anywhere on campus. 

Samara said the conver- 


sions process had been done 
before by the Dean of Students 
and he assumed that Better 
did it last year. “I'm trying to 
discourage Better .rom doing 
this kind of thing,’ he said: ‘but 
technically it's possible.” He 
said that the only stipulatian is 
that two vacant positions can 
not be combined into a higher 
paying position. 

On the same day, Anthony 
Bakula, the CSUS accounting 
officer, told the Hornet that 
“conversion is not an easy 
process.’ He said it included 
going through the payroll of- 
fice, accounting office, the 
Chancellor's office and the 
State Comptroller's office. “If 
they go through the whole 
process of conversion, they 
should have a plan to expend 
the money,” Bakula said. 

In a fourth (Nov. 8) inter- 
view. Better said he wasn't 
aware that student assistants 
hired with Health Service 
money could work anywhere 


- on campus. “I'm pleased to 


hear that,” he remarked, 
this is the first ime I vebeen 
re of it.” Better said that 
previous attempts to convert 
ealth Service positions to 
student assistants /temporary 
help positions were turned 

down by the Business Office. 
On Nov. 12, Bakula said 
that the 4 percent could come 
from anywhere and “there are 
no hard and fast rules.” 
Bakula said CSUS raised ap 
proximately $27,000 in excess 
of their needed 4 percent for 

Salary savings.

Monday through Friday 
mornings, the men are 
awakened at 5:30 and must 
leave the Mission at 6.

For break- 
fast they are fed oatmeal, rice, 
coffee, donuts, and sometimes 
fruit. 


The men can come back to 
the Mission for clothes at 8:00 
every morning, but they must 
talk to a counselor first.

I must apologize to readers 
of the Hornet for an error in 
the article appearing in the 
November 6 issue. In sum- 
marizing the temporary help 
funds that are convertible into 
jobs for students (in the 
“Student Services’ budget 
alone) I quoted a figure of 
$33,297, which 
another line item (‘Tem- 
porary Help, Professional’’) 
in the amount of $38,786. The 
correct total is therefore 
$72,081. If one adds the tem- 
porary help ‘“‘over-budgeted’’ 
in other cost units reporting to 
the Dean, it becomes larger, 
$75, 662. 


Considering the size of his 
budget. Norm Better’s 
operations are far more ef- 
ficient in other budget 
Categories (supplies and ser- 
vices, equipment, etc.) when 
you consider that the grand 
total of over-budgeting, more 
properly, under-spending, is 
just $75,850. That's very ef- 
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neglects. 


to worse 


ficient management of expen- 
ditures for non-human pur- 
poses, but niggardly spending 
on the human resources of this 
campus. 

That this pattern is un 
characteristic of the campus 
can be seen by comparing the 
total, $88,185, throughout the 
University, with the Dean's 
share, and we conclude he is 
responsible for 85.8 percent. 
Further, given the entire 
amount in all budget 
categories returned by the 
University last year, $145,544 
(exclusive of the “budgeted’’ 
Salary savings), the Dean is 
responsible for 52.1 percent. I 
used the term “budgeted’’ 
salary savings to point out that 
no unit is held responsible for 
its fair share. The Dean's 
record, on the other hand, 
makes him an over-achiever 
in this, as he is in so many 
other fields. 

Students should be alarmed 
by this phenomenon. For one 
thing, as I pointed out in the 
November 6° issue, inflation 
and a shift in student en- 
rollment from low cost to high 
cost programs, has made 
operating expense money 
tight in the budget category of 

‘Instruction.”’’ If this 
argument is not pursuasive, 
then students must draw the 
other conclusion, that the 
materials and service fee 
(their tuition) is too high

Ford reveals self 


Regardiess of what he 
might or might not be ac- 
complishing for the 
Republican party, Gerald 
Ford on the stump revealed a 
good deal about himself. For 
intstance he showed himself to 
be uncertain and defensive in 
ways and to a degree that the 
generally dim Republican 
prospects neither required nor 
explained. At the start of his 
preelection travel, notably in 
Detroit and Philadelphia, he 
omitted in his delivered 
speeches partisan praise of 
Republicans and criticism of 
Democrats that had been 
written into his prepared tex- 


It was acs if he were imitat- 
ing Richard Nixon’s studied 
care in 1972 to disassociate 
himself from other 

ican candidates and 
give as little offense as pos- 
sible to the Democratic ma- 
jorities in Congress. Later, 
particularly on his Southern 
trip, Mr. Ford grew positively 
savage in his attacks on the 
Democratic majorities. 

Thus in Greenville, S.C.: 
“We have a party controlling 
the Congress today that has 
controlled the national 
legislative process for 38 out of 
the last 42 years and for the 
past 20 straight years. It is a 
Congress, in my judgment, 
that is stacked against fiscal 
responsibility. And if they (the 
Democrats) increase their 
power instead of lose, if they 
multiply their strength, let me 
just make one observation: 
with a veto-proof Congress of 
the kind- of membership they 
will get, tighten vour 
seatbelts, ‘folks. They will 
spend the dome of the Capitol 
right off Capitol Hill.’’ 

From there, on this and 
other occasions, he went into 
his talk, rather odd for a 
former representative who 
still thinks and speaks of 
himself as a man of the 
Congre about the evils of 
“legislative dictatorship’ and 
the need for balance between 
congressional and executive 
power. Listening to this guff, I 
wondered at times whether he 
was going to beg his audiences 
not to give him Republican 
majorities. He didn't. 

Gerald Ford the speaker 
seldom roused his audiences, 
even the clearly partisan 
devotees who had paid from 
$15 to $3000 to meet him at 
receptions and eat with him at 
luncheons and_ dinners. 
Generally he seemed to stun 
and bemuse both these select 
groups and the miscellaneous 
crowds at airports and in 
auditoriums when he _ ad- 
dressed them. 

But Gerald Ford the visit- 
ing President roused them 
when he went among them and 
within hand-shaking distance 
of them at airports, in halls, on 
streets. At the Indianapolis 
airport, he was separated 
from the crowd by a steel

Richard 
Kaiser, the chief of the travel- 
ing Secret Service detail, 
leaped to the President’s side 
and pulled him off his feet.

To the end of 
his presidency, inthe depths of 
ruin, Richard Nixon aroused 
the same frenzies in similar 
circumstances. 

A: Greensboro, NC, near 
the end of a tiring day, the 
President seemed to be 
unusually strident and em- 
phatic during his airport 
speech. He was especially so 
when he flung his arms wide 
and said in _ conciusion: 
“Really, I look in your eyes 
and I plead with your hearts, 
and I beg with your mind that 
you maximize your efforts in 
the next ten days, two weeks, 
or two weeks and a half... 
plead with you, I beg of you, 
not for yourselves, not for me, 
but for our country.” 

At Louisville, the last stop. 
he appeared to be flushed, con- 
fused. unsure whether to ad- 
dress or handshake a small 
airport crowd. He did neither. 

Press Secretary 
Nessen said the President 
used a two-hour interlude at a 
motel to nap and shower. That 
night he was brisk, assertive 
and repetitious during a 
speech that ran 28 minutes and 
seemed much longer. 

None of the accounts that I 
saw of the airborne chat men- 
tioned at the start of this piece 
included the following pas- 
sage in the pool report: ‘The 
President was in_ shirt- 
sleeves, holding a drink.

friendship with China, many 
people in the United States 
now feel closer to the Chinese. 
All those phony myths about 
Charlie Chan, Fu Manchu and 
Kung Fu are starting to 


disappear. Americans are 
beginning to have more 
respect for the Chinese as 
people 


The war in Indochina might 
have had a different effect. 
Americans got so sick of the 
war that they probably cursed 
the Vietnamese for pulling us 
in. The idea of fighting for a 
bunch of sun-specked dic- 
tators didn t make me feel like 
raising the flag. 

But what was probably in 
the minds of most was that the 
people of Viet Nam should be 
pitied. Thirty years is a long 
time to be at war with your 
brothers. So Americans have 
also seen the Vietnamese as 


people. 
Many of us have ideas 
concerning certain ethnic 


groups. The more enlightened 
bigot who pays attention to 
world events will probably 
form new ideas toward the 
Japanese, Chinese and Viet- 
namese.

One of the largest factors dealing with the increasing 
popularity of the Allman Brothers Band has been their 
production of live material. 

The long-awaited stardo ) began with the Allman 
Brothers first live recording, Live at Fillmore East, an 
album that placed band leader, Duane Allman among the 
ranks of guitarists Clapton and Hendrix. 

Another double album followed, Eat a Peach. It was to 
become the Allman’s greatest and served as a memorium 
for Duane’s untimely death in 1971. 

Since Eat a Peach, the Allman Brothers Band has not 
returned to their dynamic live endeavors for. album 
material. 

Next in line, a rich studio collaboration entitled, 
Brothers and Sisters featured bassist, Berry Oakley, who 
also met with a motorcycle death, a year after Duane’s. 

Gregg Allman and Richard Betts embarked on solo pro- 
jects, Laid Back and Highway Call , respectively. Both of 
their intriguing retreats offered a formidable variety of 
country music and musicians. 

With the release of these two solo albums and following 
notices of Gregg’s tour and Bett’s upcoming tour the 
public was forced to reconsider their strong ties with the 
Allman Brothers Band. In concert, Gregg carried another 
Allman Brother Band member, keyboardist, Chuck 
Leavell, while Richard Betts toured with a group of coun- 
try and bluegrass musicians. Gregg’s tour was 
documented with a double album. 

On The Gregg Allman Tour, one finds much evidence of 
the old Allman traditions. 

With the help of competent guitarists, Tommy Talton 
and Scott Boyer, Gregg achieves every affect possible.’ 

Talton’s slide guitar on Feel So Bad and Stand Back is 
intense znd sounds similar to Duane’s old sting. Large or- 
chestrations totally encompass Gregg’s most moving 
cuts, Queen of Hearts and an old favorite. Dreams. Most of 
all The Gregg Aliman Tour is packed with good clean 
keyboard work by both Gregg on organ and brother 
Leavell on pianos 

The Gregg Ailman Tour is an album in which many 
musicians become involved. There is a minimum of 16 
musicians on stage. Ready to play Gregg’s new com- 
positions. A traditional song, Turn on Your Lovelight, 
develops into a long jam highlighted by gracious solos 
from saxophonist Randal! Bramblett, Leavell, Talton and 
Gregg on vocals and organ. 

On this album, Gregg indiscriminantly features good 
friends Talton and Boyer, also known as Cowboy. The two 
songs Cowboy performs have enough impact on the 
listener to make him want to investigate this new group 
more thoroughly. Their latest album on Capricorn records 
is more than substantial evidence. 

Next to all-time favorite, Will The Circle Be Unbroken 
is the quiet piano piece by Gregg entitled, Oncoming Traf- 
fic.

view. Better said there are two 
separate Health Service funds 
one for the $19.303 that was 
converted to student as 
Sistant/temporary help and 
not spent. thus returned to the 
general fund for salary 
Savings, in addition to the 
$38,000 that was allocated fora 
medical officer, which could 
have been converted to 
student assistant /temporary 
help funds. Better said he 
thought the Medical Officer 
category couldn't be 
converted for student as 
sistants. but now he had been 
told that he could convert it 

The rules on salary conver 
sion are stated in Chancellor 
Glenn Dumke's’ Executive 
Order 162 which says: *‘Tem- 
porary Help biankets for 
various classifications will 
not be used to appoint persons 
to professional positions with 
i base step above that 
equivalent to a campus Ac 
counting Officer | Blankets 
for professional positions 
above this amount will be res- 
tiicted to aie given clas 
sification senes and es 
tublished by conversions of 
that given classification. Fur- 
ther. the intent is to restrict 
the use of Temporury Help 
blankets to part-year and to 
part-time employees.’ 

This means that saluries 
for vacamt positions could not 
be used to hire someone at 
$1,586 a month or more 

Stan Pretzer, 
business manager, admitted 
that the amount of salary 
savings turned in exceeded 
the necessary amount by ap 
proximately $27,000. “With a 
CSUS budget of $34 million.

(Remember when James 
Bond startled us a few years 
ago. by coming to California 
and insisting the students pay 
tution?) 

Faculty should be equally 
alarmed by Norm Better’s 
failure to use state funds in 
that annually he makes a raid 
on the CSUS Foundation for 
suppiementil money. For ex- 
ample, there is his dis 
cretionary fund. When I 
attended the Board's last 
meeting the President 
postponed consideration of 
these accounts. Further, I 
showed the Board the printout 
I had. then asked if the $6,000 
given last year to the faculty 
evaluation (by students), in 
cluded student assistant 
money. The answer. was, 
“yes.” “Then,” I said, “why 
didn't he use some of this state 
money?’ The Dean's request 
for an additional $6,000 for the 
197475 version will be con 
sidered at the next meeting. 
(Meanwhile, I've been told 
that his request has inflated to 
$7.809.) It is also my 
understanding that the fol!ow- 
ing have (or do now) support 
the same project: the Hornet 
Foundation. the Associated 
Students, and the students 
who purchase Added Dimen 
sion. By the way, it is my 
understanding that the 
publication was to be self-sup- 
porting. Are all of the 
revenues (sales and adver- 
tising) being used for their 
proper purpose? 

Last, but not least, I have 
recently learned that David 


that was playing it pretty 
close.’ he said. “I sweat blood 
when we're that close."’ The 
sulary savings surplus of the 
previous fiscal year, 1972-73, 
was a little over $14 due to the 
computerizing of the budget. 
In 1971-72. it was $71,600 ac- 
cording to Pretzer. 

It now appears that the 
Dean of Students has turned 
back to the general fund at 
least $27,000, and possibly as 
much as $65,000 which could 
have been used for hirnng 
student assistants during the 
school vear 1973-74. 

Footnote: David Perrault 
was contacted yesterday and 
referred to two categories of 
funds which were turned back. 
There was the Temporary 
Help Health Services ($19,303 
shown on both statements) 
which could have been used 
for student assistants, and the 
Student Services Temporary 
Help Protessional, which was 
not shown on the statement (it 
was on the following page) 
which was $38,786, and, he 
said, could only be used to hire 
temporary professional help 
according tohis interpretation 
of the second sentence in 
Dumke's Executive Order 162, 
quoted eartier. 

He said that the $38,786 and 
the $27,886 salary savings 
were both returned to the 
general fund as salary 
savings. That comes to 
$66,672. 

He said this year, when the 
new Student Health Center is 
utilized and the vacancies 
filled, “I predict that in June 
‘76, we'll have a deficit in 
salary savings.””
